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It may be the height of folly to 
talk so early o f an exceptional flower 
season for it is not usual on the 
D esert of th e Palms to have three 
rains before th e last of N ovem ber. 
If you walk out on the desert and 
and look 
carefully 
you 
will 
see 
green plants appearing; there has 
been sufficient moisture 
to 
allow 
germ ination o f seeds. 
T h at 
means 
the possibility of a floral display d u r­ 
ing the late w inter and early spring 
that may even overshadow th a t of 
tw o years ago. 
Of course there are 
dangers, such as no m ore rain, or 
cold w eather, but these are doubtful, 
so the odds seem to favor an ex­ 
ceptional flow er year. 


“It is an ill wind that blows 
no one good"' may be said of the 
w ind that brought the 
recent 
dust storm , for on the wings of 
that wind came the last heavy 
rain. 
I saw- the distant 
dust 
cloud fifteen minutes before 
it 
reached th is section; it was in­ 
teresting to watch it sweeping 
onw ard, even though it was cer­ 
tain to b rin g the discom forts of 
m uch dust. 
Later in the after­ 
noon the dust-laden atm osphere 
caused a beautiful sunset over 
San G orgonio Pass way. 
A n 
early season rain is an excellent 
bargain, even though the price 
is an abundance of dust about 
the house. 


Snow fell on the m ountains; San 
Gorgonio has a new w hite head cov­ 
ering and a w hite beard extending 
over the u p p e r reaches of the Little 
San B ernardino mountains. 
Som e­ 
how San G orgonio alw ays rem inds 
me of a tolerant elderly mail looking 
d o w n u p o n o u r desert valley a n d I 
find myself interested in his activi­ 
ties which seem to be actual, though 
he does not move about. 
As 
the 
storm clouds lift we stand at a w in­ 
dow and w onder it there is new 
snow on San Gorgonio; then as the 
lifting clouds reveal th e snow 
we 
feel there m ust be some discomfort 
to that old bald head w hen the snow 
begins to settle on it, and w e are 
som ewhat sorry for San G orgonio 
hut the vigorous old fellow has been 
there for hundreds of thousands of 
years and still seems to be hale and 
hearty in spite of the snow y w inters 
that have settled on his head and 
the sum mer thunder storm lightning 
holts that have fiercely attacked his 
bald crown only to 
shatter 
them ­ 
selves or skip along th e surface in 
vain attem pts to cut furrow s in the 
substantial old skull. 
M ountains do 
possess a personality and M t. 
San 
G orgonio is o n e of those interesting 
old fellows w ho improves upon ac­ 
quaintance. 


Several days before the storm, 
Zeppelin-like clouds floated laz­ 
ily about th e sky, casting their 
huge cigar-shaped shadow s upon 
the desert floor and surround­ 
ing m ountains. 
O ne happened 
to pause fo r a few m inutes in 
its leisurely travel, allowing its 
shadow to completely envelope 
G arnet H ill, bringing the Hill 
into bold relief, causing it to 
appear as a rock-bound island in 
an ocean. 
W e though of C ata­ 
lina as we have view ed it dur­ 
ing a clear winter evening 
at 
sunset-tim e from the hills back 
of Laguna Beach. In a few m in­ 
utes 
the 
cloud 
m oved, 
the 
shadow slow ly traveled to 
the 
northw ard leaving G arnet Hill 
obscure in the desert sunshine. 


Each locality possesses individual 
characteristics and in this particular 
desert section one of the outstand­ 
ing characteristics is the 
play 
of 
lights and shadows upon the broad 
desert valley floor and the surround­ 
ing m ountains. 
This ever-changing 
show is fascinating if one will allow 
himself to fall into the lazy mood of 
peaceful w atching. W atching of this 
show does not allow of estatic ex­ 
clamations o r vivacious vocal noth­ 
ings: one m ust remain quiet to fol­ 
low the fairy-like dancing of 
the 
lights and shadows. 
Each day the 
dance is different and more enchant­ 
ing as one becomes acquainted with 
the vagaries of the dancers.

When the voice of the great Madame Schu- 
mann-Heink w as stilled by death the whole world 
mourned. She had no equal in the realm of song. 
She became endeared to the American people dur­ 
ing the World War by becoming the “mother” of 
all the buddies. 
She remained intensely loyal to 
the country of her adoption over thirty years ago. 


The noted diva was given 
an 
outstanding 
tribute by veterans of the late war in Hollywood 
during funeral services there and again by San 
Diego veterans in the final rites before 
crema­ 
tion. It was her wish to return to the south coast 
city, which she called her home for many years, 
for the last obsequies. 


During the war, the lives of American sol­ 
diers were brightened by her presence, as 
she 
went almost constantly among 
thin, 
bringing 
song and good cheer. 
Frequently after the war 
she went from hospital to hospital, singing for the 
disabled. 


Through the years of 1917 and 1918, although 
outwardly she w as a jolly contralto who sang for 
“her boys” everywhere, Mine. Schumann-Heink 
faced the tragedy of having sons 
on 
opposite 
sides. 
Her older boys, raised in Europe, fought 
with the Austrians. The younger sons were with 
the Allies. 
One was killed in action. 


At seventy-five, her zest for life undimmed, 
the diva was still spiritly active and cheerful. Hers 
was a full life to the very end. 
One can under­ 
stand why she told her physician a few hours be­ 
fore death, that she went “without fear or regret.” 
The regret is for us to feel.— Brawley News.

Urges Early 
Mailing 


The present C hristm as shopping will 
tax the facilities of the United States 
m ails far greater than at tim e in his­ 
tory. 
The United S tates 
postal 
depart­ 
m ent m akes the following suggestions 
to expedite the postal business. 


E arly M ailing 


During the holiday tim e the volume 
of mall increases approxim ately 200 
per cent. 
It is a physical im possibil­ 
ity to handle this great m ass of mail 
m atter eftictently and prom ptly within 
a few days. 
T herefore to assure de­ 
livery of their 
C hristm as 
presents, 
cards, and letters by C hristm as Day 
the public should shop and mail early. 
Do your C hristm as shopping so that 
you can mail your gifts, greetings, and 
letters to relatives, friends, and loved 
ones at least a week or 10 days before 
C hristm as, according to the distance. 
T his will not only m ake it certain 
th a t they are received before C hrist­ 
m as Day hut will be a great aid to 
your postal service and to postal em­ 
ployes and enable them to spend the 
C hristm as holiday with their families. 


Wrapping and Packing 


All parcels m ust be securely packed 
and wrapped. 
Use strong paper and 
heavy twine. 


Special Packing 


U m brellas, canes, golf sticks, should 
he reenforced their full 
length 
by 
strong strip s of wood tightly wrapped 
and tied or 
otherw ise 
sufficiently 
w rapped to w ithstand transportation. 
W hen three or more are tied together, 
wrapped and tied, no reenforcem ent 
is necessary. 
H ats; 
Pack in strong corrugated or 
iiher-board boxes. O rdinary pasteboard 
hatboxes m ust be crated. Ladies’ hats 
and stiff hats, easily dam aged, should 
be m arked "FRAGILE." 
Shoes: Pack in strong boxes, prefer­ 
ably corrugated cardboard. W rap with 
strong paper, securely tied with heavy 
twine. 
Cut flow ers: 
Place in strong suit­ 
able boxes of wood, tin, or heavy cor­ 
rugated cardboard. 
W rap with tissue 
to retain m oisture. 
Candies: 
Enclose In strong outside 
boxes or containers. 
Drawings, 
paintings, 
unm ounted 
m aps, etc.: 
Pack or w rap in strong 
m a te ria l to a v o id d a m á g e . 
W h e n n o t 
flat, roll around a wooden core and 
then wrap and tie carefully or place 
in strong pasteboard tube. 
Sharp-pointed or sharp-edged instru­ 
m ents or tools m ust have points and 
edges fully guarded to prevent injury 


to clerks in handling or dam age 
to 
other m ail. 
Crgte suitably or thor­ 
oughly wrap so th a t they cannot cut 
through the wrapping. 
Books m ust have the edges well pro­ 
tected w ith stiff m aterial and packed 
in a wooden or strong double-faced 
corrugated 
fiber-board 
box. 
double 
lined w ith the sam e m aterial. 
Fragile Articles 
A rticles easily broken or 
crushed 
m ust be securely packed and crated 
or boxed. Use liberal quantities of ex­ 
celsior, o r like m aterial, in, around, 
and betw een the articles and the out­ 
side container. 
Glassw are, fragile toys, or crockery 
m ust be packed so as to prevent the 
escape of particles or pleoes if broken 
in transit. 
C igars: 
Ordinary boxes of cigars 
wrapped in paper only will not be ac­ 
cepted. 
Pack in a m anner to prevent 
dam age by shock o r jar. 
W rap in 
corrugated pasteboard or sim ilar m a­ 
terial. 
Cigars m ust be in good ship­ 
ping condition. 
All articles easily broken or dam ­ 
aged m ust be plainly m arked "FRAG­ 
ILE." 
Perishable M atter 
Parcels containing perishable a rti­ 
cles shall be m arked “Perishable” and 
packed in suitable container, accord­ 
ing to contents. 
A rticles likely 
to 
spoil w ithin the tim e reasonably re ­ 
quired for transportation and delivery 
will not be accepted for m ailing. Use 
special-delivery stam ps to expedite de­ 
livery. 
Addresses 
A ddresses should be complete, with 
house num ber and name of 
street, 
postoffice box, or rural-route num ber, 
and typed or plainly w ritten in 
ink. 
A return card should be placed in the 
upper left corner of every piece

If a tag is used, th e address 
and retu rn card should also be w ritten 
on the w rapper for use if tag is lost, 
and a copy of the address should he 
enclosed inside th e parcel.
